Enrollment in the Blba schools 
was still increasing this week, in 
Spite of ai. acute housing prob- 
lem. Up through Tuesday after- 
noon, a total of 249 had been en- 
rolled in the elementary school and} 
204 in the high school, compared 
with 247 in the elementary school 
and 288 in the high school a week 
previously. In addition to these pu- 
pils, new ones are enrolling every 
day and final enrollment is expect- 
ed to exceed 600 before the first 
month of school is over, 

For fear that some misunder- 
standing may result due to the 
school having to refuse admission 
to a large number of students com- 
ing in from the country, Prof. Jas. 
C, Dixon, principal, has issued a} 
statement, which we are printing 
below, ‘The custom in the past 
has been to enroll as many of 
these rural students as possible, 
and they were invited to come in, 
but this year they have come in 
such large number that the rooms 
have been almost crowded out, and 
the pupils have been asked to re- 
turn to their home schools in the 
cases where they had not gone as 
high as their grades go.

Following that procedure the Elba 
schools cannot take any from out- 
side the district in the first six 
grades. We have but seven grade 
teachers and each room is filled 
to capacity. Even if we had an- 
other teacher we have no place to 
put her. > 

In the high school we have 
agreed with the County Board of 
Education to take those who be- 
long to this section of the coun- 
ty, provided the grades were not 
taught in the particular school to 
which the child belonged. Our 
high’ school is filled, as is the ele- 
mentary school. We appreciate 
the interest that so many have 
shown in their children in wanting 
to get them into a school that 
will last sufficiently long for the 
child to make its grade. You 
have shown by your interest that 
you want schools. They, schools, 
cannot be had for nothing. Real 
estate is bearing all the taxes that 
it can. More money is necessary 
for the schools of this county to 
maintain a normal term. May I 
not suggest that you pass the mat- 
ter to your representatives in the 
Legislature that you want a full 
term school? 

For every dollar that Coffee 
County pays in taxes for schools 
there is returned to the county 
approximately three. In 1933-34 
there was spent for all purposes 
for schools in Coffee County $152,- 
242. That same year the assessed 
value ‘of all property in the coun- 
ty was $6,669,704. If that money 
had been raised from a local prop- 
erty tax your rate of taxation for 
schools only would have been 
$22.825 per thousand dollars. In 
1934-35 there was spent $187,098. 
The assessed value that year was 
$6,647,476. A tax rate to have 
raised the money that was ex- 
pended for schools would have been 
$28.145 per thousand. All districts 
in Coffee County do not levy the 
local three mill tax, thus when 
this is taken into consideration, 
you see that the State returns to 
the county from 2% to 3 times 
as much as the county expends for 
schools. 

If more money is to be had for 
schools it must come from some 
State source. The rural elementary 
schools ran in this county last year 
five and three-fourths months. We 
have been informed that unless 
the Legislature does something no 
more will be available this year 
than was last. That means anoth- 
er short term and a great loss for 
vour boy or your girl. The in- 
terest that you have thus shown 
in wanting your children to attend 
a full term school is a credit to 
you and a big argument in favor 
of the State’s doing more than she 


has done,

Jefferson was earnestly and effi- 
ciently making, his plea for uni- 
fied support of the ‘“‘plain peepul’’ 
and in the election he smashed 
the Federalists so completely they 
never again figured conspicuously 
in a national election.

THE ORIGIN OF “RUCKERIZE” 

MONG the political factions of 

a century ago it frequently was 

the practice to pack, or ‘ruck- 

erize’’ a convention with delegates 
favorable to their candidates. 

Of course it isn’t done today, 

what with committees on creden- 

tials and all, but let's have a 


peek at the Democratic convention 
of 1835 and see how the expression 
to “ruckerize’’ originated. 

Doughty old Andrew Jackson was 
determined, despite spreading op-, 
position in his own party, to pass 
on the presidential mantle to Mar- 
tin Van Buren of New York. He 
first sought to calm the Democrat- 
ic opponents of Van Buren and al- 
lay their fears of the Jackson au- 
tocracy. Next he issued a call 
for a party convention to be held 
in Baltimore in May, 1835, eighteen 
months before the election, It was 
the first of the so-called ‘‘snap’’ 
conventions and its advantages are 
obvious. 

More than 400 of the 622 dele- 
gates who attended, history re- 
cords, were from four states over 
which Jackson exercised absolute 
control. No one was permitted to 
make a speech and there was no 
platform adopted. Speeches, it 
was explairled by the chairman 
who presided, might provoke an- 
gry discussion and prevent the har- 
mony it sought. 

With none but the Jackson lieu- 
tenants permitted to talk, the nom- 
ination of Van Buren became a 
simple matter. In fact, he was 
named on a single ballot. 

The embarrassing part to Jack- 
son before the vote was cast Was 
that no delegates were in attend- 
ance from Alabama, Illinois, South 
Carolina or Tennessee, the latter, 
as everyone knows, being his 
home state. 


So when Tennessee was found to 


be absent, because of the split in | 
| 


the party inimical to Van Buren, 
Jackson's lieutenants went into the 
streets of Baltimore and looked 
around. They seized the first 
Tennessean they 
brought him into the convention 
and had him cast 15 votes in be- 
half of Tennessee. 


This man’s name happens to 
have been Edward Rucker and for 
years afterward ‘‘to ruckerize”’ 
meant, properly enough, the pack- 
ing of a convention.

Pramers Urged of Use Soil Build- 
ing Allowance Payment 
On several occasions the County 
Agent has brought to the atten- 
tion of the “Work Sheet" signers 
of the county the fact that under 
the 1936 Agricultural Conserva- 
tion Program there is a soil build- 
ing payment available to all co- 
operating farmers who have or 
will have a soil building practice 
on their farm before October 31, 
1936. The Agent wishes to take 
this opportunity to call this mat- 
ter to the attention of all coop- 
erating farmers again, 
Soil Building Allowance 
Hach cooperating farmer's soil 
building allowance is built up by 
the use of SOIL CONSERVING 
CROPS. Hog peanuts, velvet beans 
interplanted with corn, cowpeas 
ind soy beans are all soil building 
erops. The sum of all soil con- 
serving acres multiplied by $1.00 
per acre will give the soil building 
payment allowed to cach farmer. 
Legumes interplanted with corn 
are figured on a 50 per cent basis, 
Very few farmers have taken 
up their soil building allowance 
payment to date, but they can do 
so if they will devote a few acres 
to a soil building practice before 
October 81, 1936. A soil building 
practice open to the farmers is 
the planting of Austrian Winter 
Peas, This information was sent 
to the farmers of the county a 
few days ago and all farmers are 
instructed to see the Agent for 
further information.
